a score of newspaper men. The great 
General was. for tha (5 rat time in his eventful 
life, on retreat, his last march begun. Th« 
galumc old soldier was heroically battling 
with the grim warrior who knows no 
defeat, at times retreating, then advancing 
•with the sublime courage of a leader wont 
to conquer, b'.it grsdually and inevitably 
yielding to his enemy's superior prowess. 
A. coi^ne of vantage was r.sver regained, 
and slowly but surely the victor of many a 
well fought field wad being driven back to 
nis last trench. 
His base of supplies of 


strength and vitality were cut of}', and an- 
nihilation wati deterred but for a little 
while. Unring the night the Rev. Father 
Taylor of the Church of tee Blessed Sacra- 
ment was called to the bedside, and re- 
mained until 3 o'clock. At 1:30 o'clock a 
messenger rushed to the telegraph office 
with n message to Senator Sherman. He 
arrived in a carriage at 2:30 o'clock, and 
considerable movement -was'then noticed

General's 
bedroom.

the announcement

Ood is incarnated in society—wlien our 
social,? uollectivu consciences represented 
the will of God as the laws of tbe.universe.

Since the first installment of the Koch 


yph arrived in the United States there 
lave been a number of experiments with 
t in all parts of the country, and the 
medical profession have been watching 
them with much interest. It is not gen- 
erally known, though, that the United 
States Government took the matter in 
hand, official instructions being issued 
:rom Washington on January 19th by 
Surgeon General Hamilton for experi- 
ments to be made at Georgetown, D. C., 
by Assistant Surgeon II.-D. Geddings.
